Navy Pilot Tells 
J 
Carrier Story 


Gives Eye- Witness Account 
Of Explosion Aboard Leyte 


BOSTON (vP)— A critically burned 31-year-old navy pilot 


lay in Boston City hospital Friday night and matter-of-factly 
told his story as doctors and nurses fought to save his life. 


He said his name was Leonard 


Derosier. He's a lieutenant from 
East Greenwich, R. I. He's a pilot 
aboard the explosion • racked car- 
rier Leyte. 


"I felt a blast of hot air rush 


over me," Derosier said, "I dove 
to the deck and stayed flat. 


Unbearable Heat 


"There was another officer with 


me. I remember he said, 'It's hot 
in here 
it's unbearable.' " 


A nurse placed a transparent 


oxygen mask over his head. He 
breathed deeply.. He went on: 


"I tried, to tap on the bulkhead 


in Morse code. I wantde to find 
out if there was anyone near me, 
and how they were doing. 


Found Escape Hatch 


"I don't know what happened to 


the officer. I don't remember too 
much after the flames that hit us. 
Somehow I found an escape hatch 
and got out by myself." 


Doctors 
said 
Derosier 
was 


burned over 90 per cent of his 
body. They said he wasn't in pain 
because nerve endings had been 
burned. They placed his name on 
the danger list. 


Twenty-one year old Frank Gar 


avuso of Brooklyn, on watch in the 
engine room, recalled the scene 
below decks as "horrible.;* 


"I heard no explosion," he said 
I heard the fire whistle and then 


saw the smoke. 


"Smoke in the compartment wa 


so thick you couldn't see vpur hand 
n front -of you. It was horrible 
Men in there were burnt to a crisp 
•I couldn't get one hatch cover 
open because there were two dead 
men on the other side. It was hor 
rible. They must have smothered 
trying to open the hatch to es 
cape."

Thomas A. Ahroon, 46, of Norfolk 
Va., In command of the ship Jess 
than three weeks, said the fire 
may have started on the deck im 
mediately below the hanger deck 


But he could not be sure, it 


happened so fast. 


• In his cabin when the blast shook 
the ship—"a dull rumble like a 
subway 
train going through"— 


Ahroon found the second deck cut 
off by'smoke and climbed through 
an escape hatch to the hangar 
deck.

George Ray, Pleper'sr defense at- 
torney, introduced inquest testi- 
mony by Noble In which Noble was 
alleged to have said that Miss 
Knuth was In the front scat beside 
him.

Results of Special Elections Should 


Be Read Cautiously 


.- Special'congressional elections in off years always cre- 


ate a lot of commotion. Inevitably they are looked to by 
politicians and public alike for indications of a trend that 
might carry into the next general election. 


We have just had the first such test of real consequence. 


In Wisconsin's Ninth Congressional district, a farming area 
in the northwest portion of the state, the voters elected a 
Democrat for the first time in history. The race was to fill 
a vacancy caused by the death of a Republican representa- 
tive. 


Democrats naturally are hailing the result as a sign of 


things to come and as proof the farmers are displeased with 
'administration agricultural policies. Even the losing GOP 
candidate viewed the outcome as a slap at the present gov- 
ernment. 


It might be true. But one swallow does not make a 


summer. It would be foolish either for administration poli- 
ticians to exhibit panic or for Democrats to count the 1954 
race won as result of this decision. 


Some observers point out that the winning Democrat 


pledged during his campaign to follow the voting pattern of 
the previous Republican recumbent, who was a maverick op- 
posed to all of the policies dear to the Adlai Stevenson Dem- 
ocrats. 


It'could be that the election of a maverick Democrat to 


replace a maverick Republican is a meaningless shift of 
labels—or in any event hardly more than a slap by the farm- 
ers at administration farm policies. 


When Franklin D. Roosevelt was president, the Repub- 


licans developed quite a habit of winning special elections. 
Once in a while they even pulled off a real shocker, like up- 
setting the opposition in a long-established Democratic dis- 
trict in New York City. Now and then their victories seemed 
to build into a marked trend. 


But it was always different in presidential years, and 


even in nonpresidential general elections, with the exception 
of 1946, the GOP never went over the top. 


So these special races have to be taken with a grain of 


salt. A party may read into victory or defeat almost any- 
thing it wishes. But it had better read with caution, for 
there is no way of being sure until the big event comes along. 


Let's Enjoy Interim 


We can take heart now from the fact that the UN rep- 


resentatives and the Communist leaders have agreed at last 
to meet Oct. 26 in Panmunjom to consider the time and place 
for a Korean political conference. 


For a while it looked as if no meeting would ever take 


place. There still is no final assurance on that score. But 
at least we will be able to "negotiate about the negotiations." 
which must always be regarded as a step forward in any 
dealings with the Communists. 


If the talks about the conference at Panmunjom fail, it 


will probably be on the issue of allowing neutrals attendance. 
The United States still is firm in opposing a wide-open con- 
clave. Thus far other UN nations have stood by the UN 
General Assembly decision in support of this attitude. 


Whatever the outcome, "we should at least enjoy this 


little interim of revived hope while we can.

vailing rate of interest. In the two years that had passed 
they had paid only six months' Interest and were ini ar- 
rears for a year and a half. 


They wanted the land, which they mortgaged to se- 


cure the loan, to be sold, believing that it would bring 


more than the $1,770 which they owed. To provide for 
this sale Lincoln wrote out the decree for Judge David 
Davis of Bloomington to sign.

The Doctor Says: 


Anesthetics Make Modern 


* Painless Surgery Possible 


By EDWIN f. JORDON. M. D. 


A general anesthetic is a sub- 


stance which, when given in suffi- 
cient quantities, causes complete 
absence of feeling for pain any- 
where in the body and usually un- 
consciousness. 


Some anesthetics are given by 


inhalation, that is are breathed in 
gaseous forms. These include eth- 
er, laughing gas, ethylene, and 
chloroform, although the latter is 
not used much in this country. 


The gaseous anesthetics have 


saved millions of people untold 
amounts of pain. Until anesthetics 
came to be used in medicine, and 
this was not really so long ago, 


"Okay, Let's Swap!' 


modern surgery as we know it was 
practically 
impossible. 
When a 


limb had to be amputated it was 
done without benefit of pain-reliev- 
ing drugs. This was, of course, a 
terrific ordeal for both the patient 
and surgeon. The emphasis was 
on speed. 


Some general anesthetics 
are 


given .by injecting them into the 
vein rather than by inhalation. 
Each anesthetic has some advan- 
tages and some disadvantages, and 
the choice of which one to use de- 
pends on many factors including 
how long the patient must be kept 
unconscious, the degree of muscu- 
lar relaxation necessary to per- 
form the operation and the state 
of health of the patient. 


Regardless of what anesthetic is 


used, it must be given with great 
care. To render a person unconsci- 
ous for long periods involves con- 
siderable responsibility. 
OTHER ANESTHETICS 


There are now anesthetic sub- 


stances which can be injected into 
the lower part of the spine causing 
lack of sensation in the lower parts 
of the body while leaving the pa- 
tient conscious. Such spinal anes- 
thesia is widely used in certain 
types of surgery and childbirth. 


Still other anesthetics can be 


injected 
into the roots of the 


nerves and will cause lack of feel- 
ing in areas which can be worked 
on without affecting the rest of 
the body. 


Anesthetics of various types have 


not only saved much intolerable 
pain, but they have also helped to 
make possible the complicated and 
long-lasting operations which mod- 
ern surgery now has to offer.
